She 
reached Karachi yesterday after 
six days’ flight, thereby establish- 
ing a fresh record for the distance 
by a solo flyer. She was then two 
days ahead of the. schedule of 
Bert Hinkler, who holds:the record 
for the quickest flight to Austra- 
lia.’ Her most exciting experience 
hitherto occurred between Bagdad 
and_Bunder Abbas, when she en- 
countered ° an_ extremely violent 
sandstorm. She decided to land, 
but the machine was blown about 
on the ground and she blocked the 
wheels with luggage. Fora time 
she could sce only a few yards 
ahead and.when the weather clear- 
ed she found she had landed’ on 
the only smooth patch for miles.

Sentence of one years hard 
labour was passed on ‘a Chinese 
woman named Ng Kam at the Kow- 
loon Magistracy: thia morning, 
when she was found guilty of .hav- 
ing kidnapped a Chinese boy, aged 
three years, from 248 Tai Nam 
Strect, Shamshuipo on April 80. 

When charged, the woman plead-' 
ed-that she did take the little boy 
out on the day in question and: she] 
handed him over to a man, whom 
she did not know, who went away 
with him, : 

On hearing this, his Worship 
proclaimed that the plea waa the 
Poorest of: pleas he had heard 
of for a long time! : 

Det.-Sergt. Meadows said that ac- 
cused lived with the Iad’s mother, | 
father, and a principal tenant, for 
about eight months at 248, Tai Nam 
Street. She was accustomed to 
taking the boy out practically daily, 
but on April 80 she did not return. 
with him. On May 8, a Chinese 
detective arreated: the accused at 
Shek Kip Mei village. 

The ehild had since not been re- 
covered, The Police officer thought 
that the boy had been taken 
to Canton on the day that he was 
kidnapped. The Police believed 
that the accused knew the two men 
who took the child away, but she 
would not say anything about it, 
Tf the boy were in Canton, continu-

Issues A . Lengthy 
' Declaration. 


NEW COALITION. 


Shanghai, ‘Saturday. - 

A lengthy declaration, which 
has an important bearing on the 
political developments of the! 

“antlNanking conlition in . the 
North, is expected ta be issued by 
Mr. Wang Ching-wel, the leader 
of the Leftists of the Kuomin- 
tang. The first part of the de- 
claration wil! be devoted to a 
. fierce denouncement of Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek, who is regard: 
ed as the enemy of democracy, 
while the second part will em- 
phasise that, after the overthrow 
of the Nanking Government, * he 
will support Marshal Yen Hsi- 
shan'’s suggestion for the re- 
‘organisation of the Kuomintang 
party and the unification of the 
country. 

It is also reported that, follow- 
ing the publication of this  de- 
claration by Mr. Wang-Ching-wai 
a general secretariat. representing 
the various groups of the Kuomin- 
tang (except the Nanking clique), 
will be formed in’ Peking in 
charge of party affairs, and there- 
by a provisional government will 
emerge on the lines of that now 

hin Nanking. 

If we take this declaration at 

its face valuc, it, seems likely 

that the politieal views of Mr. 

* Wang Ching-wei and Marahal Yen 

Hei-shan have been reconciled, 

and complete “harmony + between 
the leaders’ of the anti-Nanking 
voalition is possible, 


It mat he’ noted in passing 
that there is no question as to 
the views of Marshal Feng Yu- 
hsiang because he has always 
been’: stout supporter of the, 
| Leftist clique.J 

However, if we ‘examine the 
situation more closely, the ‘union 
of the anti-Nanking leaders can 
only last ag long as they are in 
face of their powerful enemy. 

Moreover, nothing is heard from 
. Manchuria as to the definite atti- 
tude oof General | Chang Hsuch- 
Hang. Apparently ‘General. Chang, 
who dislikes the Leftists, would 
not agree to participate in this 
anti-Nanking Coalition although 
he, ton, dislikes Chiang Kai-shek, 
Hence, he prefers taking a neutral 
position, nwaiting further deve- 
lopments, . 

The Kuominchun, 


‘Canton, Saturday. 
According to a report from Gen- 
eral Yang Fu-chang, commander, of 
the 7th National Army, the Kuomin- 
chun who invaded the Honan-Hupch 
frontier, comprised the following:

The following morning the: Presi- 
dent proceeded to inspect the forti- 
fications at Nansuchow in the north 
of Anhwel. A special train was. 
kept in readiness for the 
President to proceed to Tsining, 
Shantung, in ‘the afternoon.

. has already arrived at Tsining where 
the necessary preparations have 
been made to welcome the President.

FATAL LANDSLIDE. 


A Coolie e Killed in 
Kowloon. 


NO CHANCE | OF ESCAPE. 

. Ag the result of the heavy rain 
on Thursday, Friday night and 
Saturday a landslide, occurred on 
Saturday afternoon. in Prince Ed- 
wird Road, near Kowloon Tong. 
The fall of earth unfortunately 
buried a coolie, who, it ia said, 
had no chance of escape. 

Other coolics at the scene got 
promptly to work and- extricated 
the body,, too late, however, to 
save his life. 

A measage was sent through to 
the Mongkok, Police Station about 
nine minutes past five o’clock, and 
the. Fire Brigade was communi- 
cated with. Two applances were 
immediately rushed to the scene 
—one from Mongkok Fire Station 
und one from Kowloon Fire Stn-, 
tion, whilst an ambulance vag 
also despatched, 

The body of the unfortunate 
coolic, whose identity had not 
been established up to a late hour 
on Saturday night, was removed to 
the Kowloon Mortuary. 

The incident .created consider- 
able excitement in the vicinity of 
the ‘lnndslide, large crowds of 
Chinese being collected pl after- 
noon and evening.

The Kwangsi Campaign. 


Aa already intimated, the advance 
National punitive forces 
ping and Kweihsien along the upper 
West River, there has been a cessn-

The Tronside-Kwangsi remnants, 
having suffered repeated. defeats, 
are at present no longer ii position 
to launch a further counter-attack,

On the 
other hand, with over 100,000 strong 
under the command of the.

erder to envelop ‘and to prevent the 
rebels from scattering to other 
provinces, it is necessary for 
the high’ military authorities 
to await the advance | of 
the, combined forces to a 
certain part in Kwangsi before com- 
mencing the attack on Kweiping. 
This is the principal reason ‘of the 
delay In the issuance of general 
offensive. : 


Government Combined Forces. 


It will be recalled that the Hunan 
loyal troops under General Liv Chin- 
shu were some time ago reported to 
have already penetrated into.Kwang- 
si, capturing many districts in the 
north-east sector of that province. 
While they were on the point of 
capturing Kweilin, mutiny suddenly 
broke out among certain con- 
tingents in Hunan. For the sup- 
pression of the mutineers, the 
Hunan troops in Kwangsi were 
obliged to evacuate all the cities 
taken by them and to withdraw to 
their own provinee. Shortly after 
thelr arrival in Hunan and with the 
assistance of the Kweichow Division 
under Wang Chia-lich, they success- 
fully. disarmed the mutincers and 
disbanded them. Consequent on the 
situation of Hunan being restored to

OWNER’S ISSUE OF TOKEN 
COINAGE. : 


LUNDY ISLAND. 


Lonaure March 22, 

An interesting position is likely 
to arise over the Lundy Island 
token coinage, which has for' some 
time been issued by Mr. Martin 
Coles Harman, the owner of the 
island. : 

Mr. ‘Harman stated yesterday, to 
i representative of the Morning 
Post that with ‘the recently in- 
c¥eased accessibility to the island 
there had been growing amongst 
British Government Departments a 
desire to bring the island: within 
the scope of their operations, 

“T understand,” he declared, 
“that the mainland authorities are’ 
going to make an early attempt to 
test their position by assailing my 
right to issue token coinage. I 
shall in that cage appeal direct to 
the King,.whoge decision I should, 
of course, accept, whatever it 
might be.” 

Mr. Harman pointed out that al- 
though there was at one time a 
Mint on the island his predecessors 
had not usually issued coinage. 
But the owners of. the island had 
always enjoyed full powers to ad- 
minister the island according to 
their own discretion. 

Royal Authority. 

The King of England had from 
time to time through history had 
direct contact with the owner, 
There was one very interesting 
case in which the owner, Thomas. 
Bushell, in 1646, had written to} 
King Charles [. protesting against 
an invitation by the “Governor of 
Swanzey” to. surrender the isle. 
To this King Charles replied as 
follows :— 

“Bushell.—We have *erused 
your’ letter, in which we find thy 
care to answer thy trust we at first; ° 
reposed in. thee, 

“Now, since the place is uncon- 
siderable in itself, and yet may be 
of great advantages: unto you in! 
respect of your mines, we do here- 
by give you leave to use your -dis- 
cretion in it, with this caution, 
that you do, take example from 
ourselves,’ and be not over credu-|y, 
lous of vain promises, which hath! w. 
made us great only in our suffer. 
ings, and will not discharge our, 
debts. From Newenstle, 14th; 
July, 1646,” 

This Royal authority, Mr. Har- 
man said, had never been cancell- 
ed, “Lundy Island,” he continued,’ 
“ia a veat-pocket-size self-govern: 
ing Dominion like Ganada = or 
Australia, only not, so big as either: 

. Service to Mariners. 

“It is free from mainland in- 
come tax, rates, tithes, land taxes, 
etc., but on the other hand, has to 
pay ail its own outgoings, and is 
not a drain ‘on the British | Ex- 
chejuer for old-age pensions, the 
dole, and so’ forth.’ It atrongly re- 
sents these recent attempts to in- 
crease the influence of the’ main- 
land over its destinies. ;

ment {a entirely suited to its needs, |' 


and should be maintained.. To 
abide by the personal view of 
King George may be a novel way 
of setting such a dispute, ‘but, it} 
follows Precedent, and has great 
advantages over the alternative of 
years of costly litigation.” 
“Lundy. performs considerable 
services,” Mr. Harman added, “for 
the seafaring community and‘ 
others. Its people desire. to be left 
‘alone to work out the industrious, 
frugal and happy lives which are 
the portion of those who live 
there” + :

his retirement in 1998 , since when 
he has been living in Britain, 

Old hands will not have forgotten 
‘tthe successes of the “Middy” stable, 
which was the name ‘under which 
the late, Mr. Middleton raced... He 
was a great lover of horses and ‘was 
himself a very fine horseman. , ‘His 
successes with the famous _ pony 
Kingcraft will’ be romenibered by 
old paper hunters, Another famous 
pony of the “Middy"” stablé was 
Bonaventure, while with Forest 
King, the 
Maidens and the Leger, 

The late Mr. Middleton was a 
prominent mason in . Shanghai, be- 
{ng connected with the Sussex 
Lodge. He leaves two sons in 
Shanghai, Mr. W. B. 0. Middleton 
and Mr. Hugh Middleton, one son in 
the United States and another in 
New Zealand, and a daughter, Mra, 
Sparks, in Britain.

CONCESSION OPERATIVE. 
‘Berlin, Saturday. 

The first sitting of the Court’, 
of Arbitration in the dispute be- ; 
tween the Lena Goldfields and the , 
Soviet was held to-day, when the 
President, Professor Stutzer, an- 
nounced that the arbitrator ap-! 
; pointed by the Soviet had failed 
to appear. - 

The ' Soviet had telegraphed, 
however, declaring that “the Lena | 
Goldfields had in fact cancelled 
‘the concession agreement, there- 
by causing the Court of Arbitra- 
tion to cease to exist.” F 

A representative of the ‘Lena 
Goldfields made a statement as- 
serting that the Company had not 
‘regarded the conceasion as being, 
cancelled and submitted that; 
‘neither party was entitled to‘can- 
cel it, The only authority’ em- 
powered to do so was the Court 
of Arbitration, 

The Court found that the con- 
cession . agreement was still 
operative and that the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court was consequent- 
ly not impaired. i 

It was also decided that tle 
future, sittings of the Court 
should bein public, the next to; 
be held on June 28.—Reuter. 

[The dispute concerns the Lena 
Goldfields concessions in West 
Siberia and has been the subject 
of many actions. Qnly two days 
ago the Supreme Court at Moscow 
sentenced to ten years’ imprison- 
ment Kolianikov, . chief metal- 
lurgist of the Lena Goldfields 
Company, and Muromtzev, 
legal adviser of the concession- 
aires, on charges of destructive 


activities and of espionage. The 


Court, however, reduced the sen- 
tences to six years, 

Bashkirtzer, who is alleged to 
have burned a- Soviet zine: fac- 
tory, was sentenced to death, but 
the sentence was commuted to 
ten years’ ‘imprisonment, ]
